Purpose to ‘Liberate’ . 
try — Outlawed” Leader 
Assumes ‘Emergency 


BERLIN, Sept. 17.—Konrad Hen- 
lein, outlawed Sudeten German 
party leader, announced today the 
formation along both sides of the 
German-Czechoslovak borde? of an 
armed “Free Corps” of army trained 
Sudetens. . 

Established with the obvious ap- 
proval of Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hit- 
ler, the Free Corps will be com- 
posed chiefly of men trained in the 
Czechoslovak army who have fled 
into Germany. 

They will be drilled, armed and 
organized against the day when- 
they may be. commanded to move 
against-the Czechoslovak army or 
police. 

For the present, however, accord- 
ing to a spokesman at the German 
Foreign Office, their function will 
simply be that of letting the Sude- 
ten German minority in Czechoslo- 
vakia know that “they haven't been 
forgotten.” 

The Free Corps will be formed 
along the border in Germany’s prov- 
inces of Silesia, Saxony and Ba- 
varia and, it was stated, in Czecho- 
slovakia. 

News Excites Berlin. 

Newspapers carrying the first ac- 
counts of Henlein’s action sold as 
fast as they appeared on streets 
throughout Berlin tonight.  Ger- 
mans snatched the papers from 
dealers and excited crowds gath- 
ered on street corners to discuss 
the latest development in the 
Czechoslovak crisis. 

The Berliner Volkszeitung, an aft- 
ernoon paper which seldom pub- 
lishes more than two editions, had 


a fifth edition on the streets to-; 


night with the heading: “Sudeten 
Germans take up arms; Konrad 
Henlin calls out Sudeten Free 
Corps.” 

Sets Forth Grievances. 

Henlein announced formation of 
the armed force in a proclamation 
setting forth grievances against the 
Czechoslovak Government and con- 
cluding: 

“We therefore assume for our- 
selves emergency rights which na- 
tions have taken at all times by 
taking to arms and organizing a 
‘Sudeten Free Corps.’” - 

The proclamation was addressed 
to “tens of thousands of fellow 
countrymen” who were “forced to 
flee” to Germany. The size of the 
proposed corps was not immediate- 
ly learned. * Most recent figures 
published by the German press 
stated 27,000 refugees had entered 
Germany from Czechoslovakia, in- 
cluding, of course, women and chil- 
dren. The total has béen mount- 
ing rapidly. . 

Henlein, sought by the Cechosle- 
vak Government as a traitor since 
his proclamation Thursday urging 
union of Germany and the Sudeten 
German regions, was understood to 
be in Germany, although the proc- 
lamation was dated at Asch, 
Czechoslovakia, Henlein’s home. 

“Liberation” and “Protéction.” 

The Free Corps will try to avoid 
bloodshed, Wilhelm Sebekovsky, 
Sudeten party press chief, told Ber- 
lin correspondents tonight when 
pressed for details. However, he 
said, the corps would pursue un- 
swervingly the aim of “liberating” 
their country and “protecting” Su- 
deten Germans still in Czechoslova- 
kia, especially “those who have been 
unable to seek refuge in Germany 
and the wives and families of those 
who had succeeded in escaping.” 

The Foreign Office spokesman 
said formation of the corps “also is 
intended as a warning and counter-

Almost simultaneously with the 
announcement of establishment of 
the “free corps” came a statement 
from German passenger and 
freight lines operating on the Elbe 
River that they had ceased cross- 
ing the border into Czechoslovakia. 
The Boerse remained quietly 
firm, with small gains resulting 
from the repurchase of stocks 
thrown on the market Friday. 
Troop Activity Reported. 
Many fugitives have reported 
troop activity on the Czechoslovak 
side of the frontier. Especially at 
Troppau, in Northern Moravia, a 
few miles from the German border, 
the fugitives reported unusual ac- 
tivity. They said the city looked 
like an army camp. 
From a nearby munitions depot 
at Ottendorf, they said, munitions 
were being brought up continuously 
into the frontier fortifications. 
The statements of British Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain on 
his arrival in London yesterday 
after his meeting with Chancellor 
Hitler, as, well as prospects for a 
second meeting in a few duys, 
awakened hopes that an open con- 
flict might yet be avoided. 


Underlying problems remained, 
however. The Sudeten spokesman 
Sebekovsky said continuation of 
the Sudeten Germans within the 
framework of the Czechoslovak Re- 
public had become impossible. All 
Sudetens, he said, now solidly hack 
Henlein’s program of “back to the 
Reich.” Efforts to find a peace- 
ful solution have failed “owing to 
the dilatoriness of the Prague 
Government,” he said. 

Asked whether a plebiscite under 
international control was still poc- 
sible, Sebekovsky said only Hen- 
lein could answer the question. 
The German press and radio cam- 
paign of recrimination against the 
Czechs assumed even more alarm- 
ing proportions. Most of the vitu- 
perative words in the German lian- 
guage have been invoked to pic- 
ture the Czechs as “murderous 
barbarians.” 

Fugitives Flock Over Border. 
The fugitive situation also lent 
itself to superlative color-writing. 
“Twenty-seven thousand repdrt 
terror” is one headline tonight. The 
number of homeless Sudeten Ger-. 
mans seeking refuge in Germany in- 
créased from 15,000 yesterdny to 
27,000 by noon today. The press 
reported there was plenty for the 
Nazi welfare organization to do.

HANKOW, China, Sept. 17.—-Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-Shek today 
appealed to 30,000,000 Chinese in 
Manchoukuo to join forces with 
the Chinese Central Government 
and convert the Japanese-dominat- 
ed state “into a graveyard for the 
Japanese.” 

His appeal was issued on the eve 
of the seventh anniversary of the 
Mukden incident which led to the

Chiang Kai-Shek declared that 
Chinese guerrillas had reached 
Manchoukuan borders: He called 
on the Chinese residents to “trans- 
form the so-called land of promise 
and happiness into a wilderness and 
field of violence and destroy for- 
ever the Japanese illusion of re- 
maining in the northeastern, prov- 
inces.” 


Japanese Report Capture of City 
In Hankow Drive. 
By the Associated Press. 
SHANGHAI, Sept. 17.—Japanese 
forces driving westward north of 


the Yangtze River toward Hankow 
reported tonight they had captured 
Hwangchwan, in Honan Province, 
and continued to within 50 miles 
of the Peiping-Hankow Railway. 

The Japanese are aiming at 
Sinyang, on the rail line, from which 
it is only 100 miles due south along 
the railway to Hankow. : They said 
they captured Hwangchwan after a 
five-hour attack which was report- 
ed to have driven the Chinese into 
retreat near Loshan.

Dues One Pct. of Salary. 

When formed under auspices of 
the administration, the association 
yas described as & means of elim- 
inating separate collections for po- 
litical campaign funds, charity and 
other purposes, but since then there 
have been repeated independent 
collections for political purposes. 
Dues are one per cent of the mem- 
ber’s salary, payable monthly. A 
survey has indicated that the aver- 
age pay of city employes is $100 a 
month, so that the average monthly 
dues are $1, bringing in an esti- 
mated income of $60,0°° or more 
e year. 

The ‘argest pay bracket is that 
between $101 and $200 a month, but 
almost as many workers receive 
between $51 and $100, plus insti- 
tutional maintenance. 

The city had 8559 employes last 
month, nearly all of whom were 
under the Mayor’s jurisdiction. 
Wayman says the association has 
about 5500 members and that there 
are about 2500 workers not. belong- 
ing, but that nothing has happened 
to the latter for not joining. Most 
of the 922 members of the Fire De- 
partment belong to the organiza- 
tion. If an employe is discharged, 
Wayman says, no refund is made, 
and his participation in the group 
insurance ends. 

Wayman declined to tell a 
Post-Dispatch reporter the amount 
of dues collected since the begin- | 
ning or what the money was used 
for. He declined to gay whether 
an ‘aceounting ever was made, 
whether the funds were used for 
political pumposes, how much money 
was on hand at present or where, it 
was deposited, but said it was in 
several barrks. 

Gift to United Charities. 

Last year the association con- 
tributed $20,000 to United Charities 
(an average of $4 or less a mem- 
ber), Wayman said, and ‘he listed 
other contributions in the year as 
follows: $1500 to an organization 
whose name he could not recall, 
$750 to the Boy Scouts, $500 to the 
Jewish Welfare Association, $250 to 
the ¥. M. C. A. and amounts to 
some other groups which he did 
not remember. 

Told of the complaint of .a 
United Charities representative of 
a falling off in donations from city 
employes, Wayman declared: 
“United Charities was satisfied with 
the $20,000 they got last year, be- 
cause they got it.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 17.— 
Division One of the Supreme Court 
condemned the management of the 
defunct Continental Life Insurance 
Co. of St. Louis today in an opinion 
denying two company attorneys/the 
right to have their fees made pre- 
ferred claims.

Commissioner Laurance Hyde.

“We think the facts speak plain- 
ly to show that Mr. Ed Mays (presi- 
dent of the company) was defiant 
to reasonable regulation of his 
banks and insurance company by 
the duly constituted authorities: 
that he was indifferent to the re 
quirements of good banking and in 
surance business... . : 

“All of this shows such reckless 
disregard for the interest and pro- 
tection of policyholders of the in- 
surance company, that we ‘do not 
see how it can reasonably be said 
any preferred allowance for defense 
of the dissolution suit can be made 
on the theory Mays’ conduct and 
purpose measures up to the stand- 
ards hereinabove described; or that 
there could be reasonable grounds 
for belief that a continuation of his 
management could be for their ben- 
efit.”

I saw sheets of magnesium being 
moulded and stamped by automatic 
mathines, as cowling for the en- 
gines. Magnesium is brittle, hard 
to handle. My American aircraft 
manufacturer friend commented 
that we in America had not yet 
learned to handle magnesium sheet- 
ing. I saw sheets of aluminum be- 
ing stretched over forms where a 
one-time operation completed an 
intricately shaped covering for an 
airplane. - Automatic machines, 
huge presses, accepted a flat sheet 
of aluminum which came out the 
other side bent and shaped to be- 
come part of an airplane wing, 
fuselage or cowling. These all are 
items in the rapid production of 
modern aircraft. 

The Germans and the Italians 
@re using the unit method for 
speeding up the production of their 
planes. The unit method means 
setting up an electrical system in 
its entirety on a frame, and install- 
ing it inthe aircraft by a few 
holddown screws and bolts. The 
fuselagées are built in one shop, the 
engine mounts in another, the 
wings in still another, and so on 
with all the items which go to 
make up a completed modern air 


craft.

‘ach of these units, when com- 
pleted, is sent to an erection shop, 
'where their assembly turns out a 
complete airplane in a matter of 
hours. 

An observer is amazed and dum- 
founded by the intensive planning 
and attention to detail which must 
have been necessary for the sim- 
plicity and rapidity with which 
these people cut the man-hour fac- 
tor down to a minimum, and prac- 
tically throw ships together. And 
the completed jobs are finished in 
every detail with every nut, bolt, 
screw in place, every accessory on 
board—even down to the first-aid 
kit in its own special cubicle. 

The Italians and the Germans 
also are devoting intense research 
efforts to the use of specially pre- 
pared .wood for the manufacture 
of aircraft. In these efforts the Ger- 
particularly have been suc- 
cessful with their laminated wood. 
The thin layers of wood pressed to- 
gether and impregnated » with a 
special glue are about as hard as 
iron. The resultant wood has the 

properties of soft steel, will not 
float in water, is cheap to produce, 
will not absorb water, and is of in- 
definite life.

Roosevelt Called It 


“Short Cut to Utopia” 


The plan has been. denounced by econ- 
omists, decried as a forerunner of  bank- 


-ruptcy, criticised by President Roosevelt as 


“a short cut to Utopia,”’ even looked on ask- 
ance by elderly Dr. Francis E. Townsend, 
whose $200 a month plan for those over 60 
now is overshadowed in.a State where thou- 
sands once rallied to it. ‘ 

Regardless of its economic merits or de- 
merits, it is the burning issue in California 
today. It is the topic of the day. It has 
taken the State by storm. Already it has 
proved. its political potency, winning the 
Democratic nomination for the United States 
Senate for Sheridan Downey, an ardent pen- 
sion advocate, over the political veteran Sen- 
ator William Gibbs McAdoo, who enjoyed 
the President’s personal blessing. 


Downey, who ran unsuccessfully for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in 1934 with Upton Sinclair 
on the E P I C—End Poverty Ip California 
——platform and who was once attorney for 
Dr. Townsend, beat McAdoo by more than 
120,000 votes, 


And the weekly pension plan, conceived in 
a Los Angeles cafe last October by Lawrence 
Allen, a Hollywood lawyer, his brother, Wil- 
lis, and about-two-score friends went on the 
State Constitutional Amendment ballot with 
a bang, It will be voted on in November. 
More. than 800,000 citizens signed the in- 
itiative petition that placed {. on the ballot, 
a record breaking number, far in excess’ of 
the required 186,000. The State Supreme 
Court subsequently refused to bar it from the 
ballot. 

In admitting it to the ballot, however, the 
Supreme Court: made it clear that it was not 
passing on the constitutionality of the plan 
itself. It stated: 

“We are convinced that under all the cir- 
cumstances here presented this is net a case 
for the exercise of any judicial power to in- 
terfere with an initiative that might be un- 


‘constitutional if adopted.”

latest version of the more abundant life. 
Even to a State accustomed to press-agentry 
in the grand-manner the pension plan cam- 
paign affords a staggering spectacle. 


Even the pension plan’s title of “‘Thirty- 
Dollars Every. Thursday” is a part of the 
shrewd publicity bulid-up. It could as well 
be $30 any other day in the week but 
“thirty” and “Thursday” sound well togeth- 
er. An earlier proposal, advanced by some- 
one else a year ago, called for $25 every 


Monday but failed to capture: the popular 


imagination in that form, 


To many Californians the battle for the 
plan is as good as won, although it has yet 
to be voted on. In fancy, they are already 
spénding their warrants passing idle and care, 


free days in a land where nature smiles. . 


Many small stores, whose owners anticipate 
that pensioners would increase their busi- 
ness, display such signs as “‘We Are Pre- 
pared to Cash State Warrants” and'‘“State 
Warrants Good Here.” - 


Economists and representatives of large 
business interests are opposing the plan. They 
warn that it is economically unsound, assert 
that it may lead only to inflation, eventual 
bankruptcy and economic chaos. But as yet 
they have not co-ordinated their opposition 
while proponents of the plan, as has been 
shown, are effectively pushing it. To the man 
in the street a concrete promise of $30 a 
week and ham and eggs is apt to be more 
convincing than the cold statistics of the 
economists who realize that Utopia can’t be 
attained in a day even in California, 

Then, too, Calirornia has an exceptionally 
receptive audience to a plan which promises 
retirement with ease. Many of its citizeng are 
elderly men and women who came from other 
states to.a benign climate to pase their, last

quired through years of sacrifice, sadly de- 
pleted. The prospect of a regular weekly in- 
come to enable them to pass the rest of their 
lives under sunny skies is alluring. 

Many who are more than 50 who are on re- 
lief are looking forward to a day when they 
may be off the relief rolls and have security 
for life.

the pension, observed to her son: “Son, I'll 
deed the house over to you—I’!] take the pen- 
sion.” 

Besides incorporating the plan itself the 
proposed constitutional amendment, in 45 sec- 
tions embracing 26 pages of small type, con- 
tains some unusual provisions designed to 
insure its administration by those favorable 
to it and to protect it against legal attacks.

Hines says his chief income de- 
rives from the insurance business 
he operates with his brother, Phil, 
who is on the municipal payroll as 
a Deputy City Clerk. This is the 
firm of Hines & Hines, and it has 
an office at 728 Eighth avenue. Un- 
like most insurance companies run 
by Tammany men, the firm gets no 
city business, because of the cur- 
rent feud between Hines and the 
Hall. Hines describes it as a gen- 
eral insurance agency which writes 
any kind of policy or bond. Politics 
and insurance mix especially well.

Every Czech state must have for its fron- 
tier with Germany the mountain ranges of 
Bohemia, of which the chief are the Sude- 
ten (it is from these mountains that the 
Sudeten Germans derive their name), the 
Erzgebirge and the Boehmerwald. As long 
as these ranges are held by the Czechs, 
they afford protection against an invader, 
whereas if they are not held, they expose 
the very heart of the Czech country, above 
all the two Czech cities of Prague and 
Pilsen, to invaders from the West, North- 
west and Southwest. . 

These are the reasons why the dispute 
between the Czechs and Germans cannot be 
settled by a plebiscite which would lead to 
the incorporation of the “Sudetenland”— 
and with it the strategic frontier—in the 
Reich. The regions inhabited, in any case, 
are scattered, and no new frontier is con- 
ceivable that would not leave a large Ger- 
man minority under Czech rule and a large 
Czech minority under German rule. But 
even if only the main masses of Sudeten 
Germans in the present frontier region are 
considered, no transfer is possible that 
would not so weaken Czechoslovakia as to 


revert to Hungary, thé land of semi-feudal- 
ism, of imme@nse poverty. 

The Polish minority is confined to a small 
region, which includes the town of Teschen, 
on the Polish border. The Poles who live 
under Czech rule are also influenced by 
nationalism, but many of them would not 
be over- ng to exchange for the severe 
political and economic climate of Poland the 
more genial atmosphere of Czechoslovakia.

It is even held by some constitu- 
tional lawyers that the amendment 
is so worded as to permit the plan 
to operate, through the payment of 
currency, should the courts invali- 
date the State warrant financing 
provision. : 

As has been indicated, the plan 
is simplicity itself, as plain on the 
face of it as the chain letter scheme 
which swept the country a year 
or two ago. The State would issue 
pension warrants in denominations | 
of we dollar at the rate of 
weekly for every pensioner. 

Every Thursday each outstand- 
ing $1 warrant in circulation would 
have to be validated with a two- 
cent |redemption stamp, purchased 
with\cash. At the end of a year 
the warrant would bear $1.04 in 
stamps. signifying the payigent of 
that mtich money into the State 
Treasury. It would be redeem- 
able at the—Treasury for one dol- 
lar in cash. awould then go out 
of existence. extra four cents 
would go to pay administrative 
costs. 

Obviously, there would be a pow- 
erful incentive to spend the war- 
rant* before each Thursday, since 
it would cost the holder two cents 
a week to hold to the one dol- 
lar certificate. 

$11,000 Possible Pensioners 

The State Chamber of Commerce 
has estimated 811,000 persons could 
qualify’ as pensioners, receiving 
$24,300,000 in warrants each week. 
By the fifty-second week, it caicu- 
lated, as the warrants accumulated 
there would be $1,265,000,000 worth 
in circulation and it would take 
$25,300,000 worth of stamps to keep 
them all going for seven days. 

The Chamber of Commerce an- 
nounced that the minimum aggre- 
gate turnover if all the warran:s 
were kept going all the year and 
changed hands once a week would 
reach $65,780,000,000—a sum approx- 
imately equal to the national in- 
come. It placed these staggering 
figures beside statistics showing 
the 1935 gross receipts of all Cali- 
fornia business places to be §11,- 
791,000,000 and 1937 net incomes 
of all Californians $4,416,000,000. 

Another critic of the plan, Arthur 
J. Altmeyer, chairman of the. Fed- 
eral Social Security Board, asserted 
it would necessitate additional] State 
taxes of $1,560,000,000 a year, or 
nearly four times as much as t.; 
total State and local tax collections

Altmeyer added that the system 
would tend to drive “lawful money” 
from California and leave in the 
State a mass of warrants with scant 
currency to back them. 

Other critics of the plan nave as- 
serted that the value of the war- 
rants would collapse as thousands 
sought to convert them into goods 
or services ahead of each Thurs- 
day’s deadline for adding the 
stamps. 

Argument for It. 

Sherman J. Bainbridge, a prin- 
cipal proponent of the plan, who 
delivers regular radio broadcasts, 
contends that not more than 500,- 
000 persons would apply for pen- 
sions after the first 30 weeks. He 
bases tnis estimate upon a belief 
that business would be so stimu- 
lated that earnings would be in- 
creased and many would be at 
work instead of on the pension 
rolis. 

Bainbridge asserts it would 
“double business in California and 
add nothing to the taxpayers’ bur- 
den.” He says. thousands of mer- 
chants have pledged themselves to 
accept warrants at face value. 
Other pension advocates have ad- 
vanced similar arguments, most of 
them asserting the warrants would 
create automatically an endless 
chain of trade. 

The California Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, however, has served notice 
that its member banks would not 
be able to accept as money any 
pension warrants. The association 
described them as. “simply pieces of 
paper giving the person who holds 
them the privilege of paying a 2- 
cent tax every week.” 


Leading Political Issue. 

The plan is the State’s biggest po- 
litical issue. Downey, winner over 
McAdoo for the Democratic sena- 
torial nomination, is opposed in the 
November election by Phillip Ban- 
croft, a conservative Republican at- 
torney, son of historian Hubert 
Howe Bancroft. Bancroft is, of 
course, opposed to the “ham and 
eggs” plan.

Lawrence S. Camp, New Dealer 
whom President Roosevelt in a 
speech backed against George, re- 
ceived 78,223 popular votes cnd 16 
unit votes. Roosevelt urged the 
defeat of George as a “dyed in the 
wool conservative” out of step with 
the New Deal and said the elec- 
tion of Talmadge to the Senate 
could contribute little to practical 
government.

In more technical. phrases, the 
new rules abolish the procedural 
distinctions between law and equity 
and create one form of action to 
be known as a civil .action. Un-' 
der the old rules in some jurisdic- 
tions if a suit was started at law 
when the relief sought, such as in- 
junctions or specific performance of 
contract, required a suit in equity,

Successfully Tried in Cities. 

This “pre-trial” procedure, ac- 
cording to Department of Justice 
records, has been eminently satis- 
factory in Detroit and severdl other 
large cities where the dockets were 
congested. 

Adoption of the new rules is a 
distinct personal triumph for At- 
torney-General Homer 8S Cum- 
mings, who engineered the enabling 
legislation through Congress after 
the American Bar Association 
formally gave up the fight at its 
1932 convention,’ although the as- 
sociation had sponsored the move- 
ment since 1912. Im a speech last 
July at the 1938 A. B. A. conven- 
ion he declared that the rule 
making power of the Supreme 
Court should be extended to crim- 
inal procedure’ »rior to verdict.

The 1934 law stipu- 
lated that the new rules, after ap- 
proval by the Supreme Court, would 
go into effect on a certain date 
unless Congress took positive action 
to contrary. 

Submitted to Lawyers. 

The advisory committee enthusi- 
astically set to work. By June, 1936, 
40,000 copies of the first draft had 
been sent to interested lawyers and 
law teachers throughout the coun- 
try for their comment and specific 
suggestions. In April, 1937, a sec- 
ond draft, embodying many of the 
recommendations, was similarly 
distributed. By the end of the year, 
the advisory committee was able to 
present a completed set of 88 rules 
to the Supreme Court. 

Perhaps the most important omis- 
sion from the committee’s report 
was the court’s failure to approve 
a rule requiring the registration of 
judgments in other districts than 
in which entered and there to have 
the same effect as if the judgment 
had been entered in that court. An- 
other omitted rule would have per- 
mitted cross-examination upon all 
matters material to every issue of 
witnesses examined “as to any mat- 
ter matrial to any issu.” 

Chief Justice Charies E. Hughes 
transmitted the approved code of 
rules to the Attorney-General on 
Dec. 20, 1937, and in his letter gave 
the opponents of revised procedure 
the only impressive argument for 
positive legislation rejecting the 
new rules. The Chief Justice con- 
cluded his letter by saying: 

“T am requested to state that Mr. 
Justice Bradeis does not approve 
the adoption-_of the rules.”

Arguments at House Hearings. 

Tthe House Judiciary Committee 
ordered hearings on the new rules, 
and a variety of arguments were 
present for and against their adop- 
tion. The American Bar Associa- 
tion and other legal organizations 
gave their hearty support. Several 
labor organization lawyers insisted 
that the rules relating to the suing 
of corp rations and labor unions 
were ambiguous, but approved the 
rules in general. The most formid- 
able opposition came from several 
members of the committee who de- 
clared that the new rules would 
work to the disadvantage of the 
country lawyer who knew local pro- 
cedure but could not adapt himself 
to the new rules, that the large 
corporations would hire men 
trained in the new federal pro- 
cedure, and that the judges were 
given too much discretion. To this 
the supporters of the rules retorted 
that the new rules required only 
100 pages of book text which could 
be learned by a few hours study, 
that the large corporations had 
been forced to hire local counsel 
adept in local procedure, and that 
with the present congested dockets 
and the shifting of judges from one 
jurisdiction to another, the stand- 
ardized procedure ‘would effect 
great savings to the litigants and 
the Federal Government. 

Time and again, however, the 
committee members demanded to 
know why Justice Brandeis had de- 
clined to sign the report. The At- 
torney-Genera! said that he thought 
he could guess, but did not feel at 
liberty to do so. There was even 
talk of sending an official delega- 
tion to ask the Justice why he did 
not join his colleagues.

This was 28.5 per cent 
under the $140,803,564 for July, but 
represented‘ an increase of 15.0 per 
cent over the $87,584,238 for August, 
1937. 

New York permits Inst month, at 
$27,312,482, were more than double 
the $13,167,997 a year ago, but 62.6 
per cent under the July total of 
$72,966,921. 

Excluding New York, permits for 
the 214 remaining cities aggregated 
$73,420,844, a rise of 8.2 per cent 
compared with the $67,836,643 for 
July, but a loss of 1.3 per cent from 
the $74,416,241 for August last year.

ET us freely concede at the start, to avoid sus- 
L picion of sex prejudice, that there are also 
plenty of impossible husbands. Let a woman 
write about them. Let us here concentrate on the 
impossible wife, of whom there are a great many, 
and I suspect that their tribe is increasing. This 
is because modern life has upset the balance of mar- 
ried psychology, chiefly on the woman's side, Until 
a new balance is arrived at, there will be a large 
number of impossible wives. By this term I do not 
mean wives whose minor traits are hard to endure, 
but who are basically and fundamentally impossible. 
At the top of the list of impossible wives I would 


‘ place these four: 


1, The psychotic, hysterical, emotionally unbalanced 
woman. Incredible tales'could be told of wives who 


,make life a continuous emotional shambles with their 


exaggerated fears, jealousies, suspicions, self-pity, 
tantrums, hysterics, possessiveness, over-emotionality, 
infantility, scene-making. And please remember 
they are all to be found among “nice” educated wom- 
en, A certain fringe of them, by any genuine test 
of sanity, is really partly insane. It is amazing 
how many fairly intelligent men are inveigled into 
marriage (on a basis of uncritical illusion) with such 
women, who often are particularly gay, magnetic 
girls. It may not be until after a child or two is born 
that the husband grasps the real truth, that he has on 
his hands a woman who is utterly unstable emo- 
tionally and mentally; a serious liability upon him. 
She is an impossible wife, and many men endure 
them like martyrs “for the sake of the children,” 
although the point is debatable. 

2. The creative, deeply ambitious, self-absorbed, 
temperamental woman of high talent. I hope in 
speaking of this type I will remove any impression 
which may bave been created so far of being hard 
on the feminine sex. I have every sympathy for the 
difficult creative type (man or woman), but I do

not think marriage is for them. They make both 
impossible wives and husbands. For most women 
the field of creativeness lies in wifehood, child rear- 
ing, social life ‘and home-making; but for a very 
small number (a very small number indeed) it is not 
right to expect them to be creative in both fields. 
Exceptional ones do manage it after a fashion, 
but we must firmly write down that the type we 
are speaking of belongs to the class of impossible 
wives. There must also be included those who, 
whether or not they have high talent, believe they 
have; even some of those who merely wish to play 
at ambition and careers, but who: have no talents, 
only restless vanity and ambitions. 

3. The feminine Mussolini; household Catherine of 
Russia, demon housekeeper. This type, admittedly, 
is not “impossible” to the weak, leaning man, but it 
is to the up-standing male. A certain amount of 
petty feminine monarch is not fatal around the 
home, but she becomes an impossible wife when 
she takes on her husband, her children and every- 
thing within reach as her principality, on which to 
exercise a determined will to power. She becomes 
what men call a “battle-ax”.and, given her way, 
makes her husband half a stranger and boarder in 
his own home. She is a modern phenomenon, grow~- 
ing out of the complete indulgence of modern Amer- 
ican men, a good income, wide freedom, very little 
hard work to do and no discipline to curb her. 

The net result—quite often, not always—is an im- 
possible wife. | 

4. The “goof” woman. This category is a grab-bag 
for many types. “Goofiness” covers a wide range 
of feminine characteristics of a. mentally and spir- 
itually degenerative kind which are to be found on 
all levels of society and in all degrees and stages of 
development.. They include the “throbbers,” pseudo- 
intellectuals, the mystics, the super-romantics, the 
cult followers, the fuzzy-minded devotees of this or 
that, the neurotics of many hues, the hypochondri-

acs, culture hounds, zealots, censorious busy-body 
women, and heaven knows what more classifications, 
for the type has endless variations. The outstanding 
characteristic is misdirected, diverted, sublimated 
emotional energy, popping out.in queer places, They 
haven't the mental capacity to‘ raise properly the 
things they take up with, and are so heavily laden 
with sentimentality, high suggestibility and amena- 
bility to mass hysteria that they easily catch what- 
ever mental measles may be going the rounds.

ARRIAGE admittedly cures some “goofs” be- 

cause it rechannels their high emotionality into 

more normal paths. But alas! large numbers 
never make the transfer. After a brief honeymoonish 
period there follows the disillusionment, which is a 
typical aftermath to romanticism. Then the goofs be- 
gin to yearn for. the greenness of the grass on anoth- 
er hill, for employment of their heavy charge of emo- 
tionality. The harmless minor goof may be quite ac- 
ceptable; men charge off a lot of their wives’ goofi- 
ness to “cuteness” and childlikeness, which they for- 
give. -But the fully developed goof, the irreconcilable 
goof, turns rapidly into the impossible wife for all 
but husbands of Joblike.patience or clod-like indif- 
ference. ‘ 

Someone who dislikes to seg the obverse side of 
the fair sex may ask why all this cataloging of wiftly 
impossibilities. The answer is that this is an age 
of more intelligent mating; a day when before you 
trip to the parson with a wedding ring, a blood test 
is demanded. Why not another kind of test also— 
the avoidance of the impossible wife (and the im- 
possible husband, too)? Doctors can cure. illness, 
but who will cure the impossible wife? Too often 
only the divorce court—which is surgery, not cure

yITH winter only a couple of 
months aroun the slippery 
corner we crefieing the usual 
cozy domestic urge, which will, 
we pessimistically fear, culminate 
in our getting out a magazine with 
a picture of.a luscious cuke, drag- 
ging out the flour and eggs and 
butter, and making a terrible mess 
that even icing won’t camouflage 
decently. For some years row we've 
meant to get to the bottom of this 
problem—though, goodness knows, 
if you get to the bottom of one of 
our cakes, you’re doomed—of why 
the pictures of chocolate pecan

Granted that there are such mar- 
vels among the skillet sisterhood 
we would still like to be shown. 
One thing-we know and that is that 
a review of our experiences in the 
culinary line would be enough to

ways happy here before. “We are 
not afraid of war,” she says. “We 
are afraid of the mob.” 

The Jewish lawyer is a captain in 
the reserve of the Czech army; he 
has no more clients. But he is stay- 
ing on, to see what happens. If 
war comes, he joins the army at 
once. He says he has seen a great 
many things he doesn’t like and he 
wouldn’t mind fighting. The jour- 
nalist tells of a friend of his, Jo- 
hann Schneider; an old man, a So- 


cial Democrat for 20 years. Johann 
was too old to work in the fields, 
so the journalist got him a job as 
orderly in the Mikulov hospital. 
Johann needed the work badly. The 
head doctor at the hospital is a 
Henlein Nazi and he gave Johann 
the choice of joining the Henlein- 


ists. or being fired, and Johann 


joined’, the Henleinists, having first 
miserably explained it all to the 
journalist. 


Gottesgab sits on the top of the 


Giant Mountains, two kilometers 
from Germany, and is cold, even in 
summer, and in winter the: snow 
comes up to the little windows on 
the second floor of the houses. It 
is a ski place, and used to live on 
the tourist trade, but now there is 
no tourist trade, and Gottesgab is 
one hundred per cent Henlein Nazi 
and one hundred per cent unem- 
ployed.

The 
factories cover 400 acres of land 
and 30,000 people work in them. It 
is not a place you can lodf about, 
staring. One of the directors gave 
us lunch in the Skoda hotel. The 
dining room was shadowy, because 
all windows are covered with black 
paper against air raids. There has 
been constant practice—the siren 
warning, the lights out, the empty 
streets and crowded refuges, 
the all-clear and the city no ] 
again—for two years. The director 
was optimistic too: he spoke of 
the quality of the Czech army with 
a patriot’s pride and of its equip- 
ment, with professional delight. 


The Sokol Mas its headquarters 
in a pale yellow building, surround- 
ed by tennis courts and playing 
fields, in the old part of Prague. 
Sokol is a sports organization, one 
of the oldest in Europe and 786,000 
people of all classes and profes- 
sions belong to it and weekly prac- 
tice in unison, throughout the coun- 
try, the gymnastic exercises that 
are the basis of their training. They 
believe in the old saying, “A sound 
mind is a sound body,” and they do 
not like politics. They will not ad- 
mit either Fascists or Communists 
to their organization. But whether 
they like politics or not they are— 
like all Czechoslovaks—ardent pa- 
triots. 

Thomas Bata was a cobbler. Now 
the Bata family runs Zlin, the most 
modern manufacturing city in the 
world, and it is their kingdom. You 
can like it or not, but it is very 
impressive. It stretches up and 
down gentle hills, in the center of 


the country, a square s n- 
crete-and-glass city, in which Bata 
provides homes, swimming pools, 
tennis courts, schools, museums, li- 
braries, movies, stores, restaurants 
and work for 32,000 people. 


Bata makes shoes .on the grand 
scale, and tires and. stockings and 
various kinds of leather goods. 
Some years ago he started making 
sport planes— the Zlin 21, for the 
use of his salesmen in Africa, In- 
dia and on the continent; It is said 
everywhere that this sport plane 
has been perfected into a fast pur- 
suit plane and that the Zlin fac- 
tories can turn them out in quan- 
tity when necessary. Meanwhile, 


en, 6000 people in Zlin are trained in 


anti-air raid service; women are 
trained to care for wounded; men 
are taught fire control and mass 
evacuation of the city; children are 
instructed to live in camps in the 
hills around Zilin if it becomes nec- 
essary to empty the city. 

Bata publishes 10 newspapers; 
the director of this amazing liter- 
ary machine had explained the 
working of the factories to me and 
now he explained himself. I had 
asked him his politics. “I am a 
Democrat,” he said, “I hate no- 
body and nothing. To hate any- 
one is nonsense, I am a Democrat 
and I will always live independent- 
ly.. How others organize is their 
own business. But I will not ac- 
cépt any system that makes me a 
slave. So I will work. for my 
state.” It developed that he knew

All these people are united in 
their will to go on as they are. 
They want to work and make their 
country bloom; they want to be 
quiet. But Czechoslovakia slants 
across Central Europe, and beyond 
lie the oil fields of Rumania, the 
wheat of the Ukraine, and the 
Black Sea. If a great power con- 
trolled Czechoslovakia, it would 
have a strong strategical position 
for striking westward into Europe, 
‘toward the Mediterranean. Czecho- 
slovakia’s tragedy is that it is in 
the way. 


If the somber procession is to 
continue—China, Ethiopia, Spain— 
then Czechoslovakia is next. And 
she is ready, and waiting, not 
afraid, but surely not glad, No man 
likes to live with doom hanging 
over tomorrow. It is horrifying for 
an intelligent people to realize that 
20 years of constant and construc- 
tive effort to build a country can 
be wiped out in a month. They 
wait; there is nothing else for them 
to do. And hope. And watch the 
former house painter who now holds 
the lightning in his hand.

The reason this decision of his son to become a critic is humorously 
ironic is that back in 1934 the elder Rice, who had become one of the 
hit dramatists of Broadway with his “Street Scene,” “Counsellor-at-Law” 
and other plays, caused a furor in New York when he announced that 
he was retiring from the stage because of economic conditions and be- 
cause of “the lesser evil,” the dramatic critics. 

Rice went on to describe critics as “jaded,” “bored,” “illiterate” and 
a few other uncomplimentary adjectives. Oh, yes, he said that “there is 
not a dramatic critic in New York who knows anything about the prob- 
lems of acting and directing. You can call them all ticket grabbers.”

HAT waé in 1934. Today Rice 
is not only back in the taeater 
but he is back in the triple role 
of producer - director - playwright, 
and he returns to find his son, as 
a newly recruited member of the 
“jaded” dramatic critics, waiting to

Rice is not only pleased about 
the success of his son, but he and 
his associate playwrights are strong 
believers in the youth movement in 
the theater.

HE stage version of Sinclair 

Lewis’ novel, “It Can’t Happen 

Here,” will be produced early in 
December by the Mummers of St. 
Louis, as the second play of their 
season, at the Wednesday Club Au- 
ditorium, The script is the one 
used last July at the summer thea- 
ter at*Cohasset, Mass., where Lewis 
himself took the leading role. 


Originally dramatized for the 
Federal Theater Project, “It Can’t 
Happen Here” was played simulta- 
neously in 18 cities and was seen 
by some 275,000 persons. The ef- 
fort was not regarded as entirely 
successful, however, and in the re- 
vised script, six scenes were lopped 
off and many speeches shortened, 
to produce a more compact drama, 

.The play has not been done in 
St. Louis in either form. It is a 
swiftly moving story of what might 
happen if dictatorship came to the 
United States. The principal. char- 
“acter is Doremus Jessup, anti- 
Fascist Vermont editor, and it was 
this part that Lewis himself took. 

With “Storm Over Patsy” now in 
rehearsal for presentation on Oct. 
6 and 8, the Mummers have an- 
nounced other plays for later in 
the year. Following “It Can’t Hap- 
pen Here,” the group will do a re- 
vival of George Bernard Shaw’s 
“Arnis and the Man” late in Janu- 
ary; “Daughters of Atreus,” by 
Robert Turney, in March, and Clit- 
ford Odets’ “Paradise Lost” early 
next May. Season subscriptions are 
available for all five plays. 

“Daughters of Atreus” and “Para- 

. dise Lost” also are new to St. Louis. 

Although it had a run of only 13 
performances, “Daughters of 
Atreus,” which was on Broadway 
in the fall of 1936, is one of the 
most highly praised plays of the 
last several years. In this modern 
adaptation of the Oresteia legend, 
the playwright has mastered the 
various versions of the story of 
Agamemnon and his family and re- 
creates them in a unified drama in 
which the women of the legend, 
Klytaimnestra and Electra, emerge 
as the chief protagonists. 

“Paradise Lost” was produced in 
New York in December, 1936.

IVERSION is not lacking at 
the showshops, in this first 
week in which inside tempera-

“Three-Loves Has Nancy,” at 
Loew’s, seems to have the fastest 
punch, the newest quips, a little 
the edge in stars and so on.

KXOK’s Opening Set for 6 
A. M. Tomorrow on 1250 
Kilocycle Channel- With 
1000 Watts Power. 


EGULAR broadcasting by a 
Raew St. Louis station, KXOK, 

will begin at 6 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. The station, which is 
owned and operated by the Star- 
Times, will use 1000 watts power on 
the 1250 kilocycle frequency. Its 
hours of operation will be 6 a, m. 
to midnight Monday through Satur- 
day and 7:30 a. m, to midnight Sun- 
days. 

Its studios, on the fourth floor of 
the Star-Times Building, Twelfth 
and Delmar, embody recommenda- 
tions by the N. B. C. engineering 
survey service for sound-proof con- 
struction. They have isolated walls 
and suspended ceilings, and are air- 
conditioned, 


The transmitter, located in Ven- 
ice, Ill., is of the high fidelity type. 
Two self-supporting radiators, 180 
feet high, serve as its transmitting 
antenna system, 


KXOK is to be operated without 
network affiliation, but will have 
wire circuit connection with KFRU, 
Columbia, Mo., also owned and op- 
erated by the Star-Times. ‘The two 
stations will supply. programs to 
each other. For example, KXOK 
will broadcast at least four KFRU 
programs daily — the Sunrise 
Roundup, the Rambling Cowboys, 
the Kentucky Crooners and Sally 
and Sue, 


It was stated yesterday that a 
majority of KXOK’s: programs 
would be original productions in its 
studios. The staff of entertainers 
includes St. Louisans who have 
taken part in network shows and 
actors who have played in serials 
and other programs on some of the 
large stations of the country. 


Among programs thus far sched- 
uled are a period of devotions each 
weekday morning from Trinity 
Church; an early morning period 
of gospel hymns sung by Norman 
Paule, a St. Louis baritone; “Just 
Home Folks,” a serial which ran 
for five years on WWL, New Or-

THE NEW PLYMOUTH CARS 
for 1939 will be on display this 
week in the St. Louis area, and 
will be formally introduced next 
week. They are the largest Plym- 
ouths ever built, having 114-inch 
wheelbase, two inches longer than 
for 1938, a new “V” windshield that 
edde six inches of body length above 
the belt, and overall length of 
182 inches without bumpers. Plym- 
outh innovations include new- 
type coil springs of Amola steel to. 
give a softer ride; a new remote 
control gear shift on the steering 
column; higher torque engihe -per- 
formance; new “true-steady” steer- 
ing system; new all-silent auto-mesh 
transmission and a. eafety speed 
speedometer which flashes warn- 
fing lights of different colors at 
various car speeds. 

The front end has been complete- 
ly restyled, a larger, wholly differ- 
ent hood making for an appearance 
of 10 inches more of painted surface 
curving around to a new radiator 
grille. The grille introduces what 
is called the lateral airfoil motif, 
Chromium strips and parallel 
louvers in body color curve slight- 
ly forward on each side of a bright 
center strip, then sweep back like | 
an airplane fuselage to form the 
sides of the hood: Eleven chromium 
bars accent the contour of the 
grille louvers in a “V” pattern. At 
the narrow base of this “V,” four 
louver sections and their chromi- 
um accenting are repeated at each 
side on the front flare of the broad 
apron Which joins the two massive 
fenders. in front. The headlights 
and tail lights are streamlined into 
the fenders, 

The hand brake level is at the 
driver’s left under the hood. The 
front seat adjustment gives five 
inches fore and aft travel and the 
seat. rises as it is moved forward 
maintaining the driver’s eye level. 
There are five Plymouth Roadking 
and eight de luxe body types. Prices 
at the factory for the Roadking 
models range from $645 to $740 and 


for the De Luxe models from $725 
to $805. ‘

For every hotel coupon in the 
three lower hotel classifications 
(Groups C, D and EB), the visitor 
may purchase one gasoline coupon 
good for 10 litres, approximately 
two and one-half gallons. 

It is pointed out that the hotel 
coupons should be purchased out- 
side of the country while the gaso- 
line coupons shoyld be bought ‘at 
frontier stations or ports of éntry.
